On the second day the Jap-nese were in Nanking, 14 December, they took 
thirty-nine from the Refuzee ares. Thay were civilian men. They 
examined them, and those 6},-t had c het’ ur!s-cn *2*© vorshend, or 1 callous 
epot on hends cnused by hendlins« 9 «un, were broucht to rn little vound, 
and teken out on the other -ide. © Teak nothew waren mt to one side, and 
the Japeness used licht rechine cune to kil! the rest. There were thirty- 
soven who were killed in thie way, and I saw thie. Most of the seople 
were Civiliens. Tema reciteont of Banking ant knew a nucber of these 
peovle to be civilians in Vank*.z. I know ore in varticuler, was a colice- 
man in iiankine. I wae 18 ani tho time, and tived in Uankine.  *hoy 
wore buried by the Red Swestiki Socicty four months later, end in the mean- 
time the bodies wers in « pond where they hed been thrown. I helped throw 
the bodies in the pond; by order of the. Jensnene. This hacpened in the 
day time in the mornings nesr the American Embassy. 


This wee tranelsted to me by Colonel TU of the Chinese army and is 
Correct. The game dey in the eftornoon I saw three Jananeee rape a dumb 
«irl, 16 years of ace, in a school houec, in my presence. 


On 16th of Dece-ber I was taken by Jarencse soldiers serin, end also a 
lot of heatthy youns men and they put thom in a crowd and Japanese soldicre 
wrestled with them and those thet the Jes-nere could not defeat wrestling, 
they killed with tho beyonct. I esw thes kill one men for this reason. 

On the same day in the efternoon I wae token to Tai Fine roed and sew 
threr Janenese soldiers ext fire to two buildinres, which were: one, a 
hotel, the other, » estore or furniture shon. The nemes of the Japanese 
soldiors who et the fire ere: 
Wiames civon in Chinnee.

I also saw another rapine cas¢ by one Japanese soldier. The husband 
of the women is e photocrerhor. This heonened in daytize, in Nanking, the 
3rd after the Javen-se ontered Vankine. At that tine 1 lived in the eame 
house with this ledy and a Japencee soldier came in, and drove all the men 
out of the aparteent, there being four in the house, including the husband. 
* saw the Yapanese soldicr then «o int> a room with the lady, and close the 
door. I was in sn adjoinin: apartment and saw this. Tho lady was pregnant 
at the time. The soldicr 1-ft in sbout 10 sinutes. I saw the woman leave 
the room st that time end she wea weeping.

I an thivty vhree years cid ard I am Goneca) Maruca ont 
the Oriontnl DeveLopnont Uorpoetion, The principe, offsuv ox bhis 
corporation was fusme-ty 4 Kuaming in Yunnen Province, i have 
boon conaccted with this coupaay, which dcals with toxtiles, 3/270 
1938. I was tx Yuuran Province from 1989 until February, 1946, 
except for a portion of this time thet J wae 1D Suria.e ; 


In May. 1942, I was traveling on tho Burma-Yunnan highway 
whon a bridge was bonded, stopping traffic. Over 300 vehicler, 
trucks and cars, most of them filled with Chinese refugees from 
Burma. could nut get acroes the Salween River. This group dsapersed 
and tried co crocs at other points. J was with a group of about 
seventy. sail civilsa.te The Japaneso troops seized this grow, ard 
had trom sit down in iows and took from cach of us our watches, pens 
and money. They took from me my fountain pen and over 20,000 rupecs. 


The Japanese officers divided ue into two groups, about 

half, somothing ovor thirty, in each group. One group was marchod 
off into the mountains. The romaindor of us were required to romain 
soated beside the river. Wo wero seated almost in a circle, A 
Japanese officer ordered a machine gun to bo placed at the opening in 
the circle, and open fire on our group. I bent forward on the ground 
just ae the firing started and romainod motionless, Tho mon on either 
side of mo were killed and thoir bodies fell on me. Their blood was on 
my clothes. I remuined among their bodies from around noon until about 
six o'clock in the evening- Some Chinese civilians who had boen 
previously captured by the Japanese and made to carry loade cane throug! 
and I joined these laborers. About thirty civilians of our group were 
killed. There wore jwo other survivors beside myself who joined the 
gamo group of labverers, and bogan working with them carrying lumber 
ana taking it to the rivor bank and doing other work during that 
night, and the next day I saw over 1,000 bodies, mostly civilians, 
along the road, I carried water from the river up to the officers 

quarters the next day- The Chinese soidiers’ bodies appeared to 
have been stabbed with bayonets. The bodies of the civilians were 
usually in rows or groups. They had beon shot. 


In the afternoon of that day I saw four Javanese soldiers 
take two women jato tho hille and when the women came beck they were 
both crying, They told me that they had been rapod.
